Regarding the inquiy as to why part I appeared in English the 
Subject gave the following reply. Subject stated that being a journalist 
he had at one time sent a coiy to the Chicago Tribune for publication 
in an effort to spread propaganda in favor of an independ€Hit I 0 BJ.a 2 id, 
this document was to have been a supporting item for a story covering the 
over-all situation in DE-land. No other distribution of this material 
has been made and Subject cannot say ■wd^ether or not the article was ever 
pTiblished. The photostat occurred only as part of the office procedure 

here. Ohe Subject's report to the Chicago Tribune did not in wy way 
include any specific information of an intelligence nature but was only 
a general surv^ of current conditions in DP-lacd at that time. 

With regard to the other reports to date received fscm jA- 574 he 
states he has given no further distribution to this material and does not 
intend to do so— thus leaving us as his sole contact. He did, however, 
stress the point that he may from time to time find it necessary to give 
the CP-landers a bit of general, more or less conaaon knowledge, information 
in order to keep his residence in Stockholm and have a bit aore freedom 
in carrying out activity now and then. Subject has no intention of 
collaboration with the CP— landers and we have hie asstirance that any 
alight contact he may have with them will be for the reasons previously 
mentioned in this paragraph. 

2» As briefly stated in o'Ur LSS— 53 of 22 Novisnber, Subject has 
devoted many years to resistance activity in BP-1 and and has a very strong 
national feeling for hie cotm'fety. Therefore, with regard to any payments 
to A-374-he has never been interested in pex^nal compensation, but stated 
for the present he was very happy to know he could cooperate with tia and 
that, if it became necessary, we co^d perhaps be relied upon to assist 
in a material or financial way in forwarding his work with the Resistance^, 
in DP— land* Consequen'tly the g.uestion of ary payment is being held 
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abayence for the present* 

A-574 is IJelng handled by CF/1102 directly. ^Ehere has been 
a nini^num of contacts eince^^ject has been debriefed. All arrangements 
and contact points have been arranged in a most secure manner. Every effort 
is being made to fully exploit the possibilities of A^374 ^th the

3 . At the last contact with aiboect on 7 Bebruaiy 1947, ^ reported 
that the long awaited courier from his HQs in DP-land had now arrived 
at Gydnia and he was now dispatching a courier frcra CE-land to pick up the 
material and return. The courier to be dispatched from CE-land was to go 
as a seamen, departing aoonest after 8 February and anticipated to return 
within a two week period. The courier is a seamen and student by the 

of ALFON^ BIMEIKA. a UP-lander, 25-26 years of age, came to CF-land 

in the fall of 1944* He is a long time friend and co-«oiker of A-374 and 
SubjTCt of our LSS -52 of 22 Novenber I 946 , who ccmdncted our eapeditions 
to DP-land during the war. RIMEIKA, at that time, acted as contact man 
at the rendezvous point on the DF-land coast. Since ccmdng to ^-CF-land 
has made freq.xient sailinge and is a student of the Technical School 

here. STjbject assures that this man can be explicitly trusted. 

A - 374 also forwarded a small packet frc»n here to be returned to 
the HQ of the DF— land resistance group. All material sent in code 
included personal encouragement, a brief of the world situation, also 
request to try cany out greater penetration activities into the 
levels of the Conmunist Party ;jnd the greater penetration of the situation 
outlined in our I^S-75 of 9 Deceniber 1946 . In addition A-374 wished to 
send 500 American dollars which he stated were of greatest value to the 
underground in DP-land and the contact in CB-land. We prtjvided A -374 
with the above amount of American dollars for the ccntiauation and 
intensification of the intelligence p^oetration activities. 

Bie courier material now in CS-land is believed by Subject to 
contain the following information: Infbrmation re the general situation

Any coinaente or reeoRin«Eidatione for new 
possibilities for exploitation you may hare^e could no doubt be activated
